Tl  he  recently  completed  Home- 
coming at  Lenoir-Rhyne 
captured  much  of  the  spirit 
that  has  engulfed  our  campus 
by  focusing  on  one  of  our  themes:

The  Homecoming  festivities  began 
when  the  local  community  joined 
with  our  students,  faculty,  staff  and 
alumni  to  celebrate  the  rededication 
of  Mauney-Schaeffer  Conference  Hall. 
These  historic  buildings  once  housed 
the  students  who  later  made  us  proud 
by  living  lives  of  service.  As  we  looked 
upon  the  soon-to-be-completed  reno- 
vation project,  we  recalled  the  memories  that  still  drift 
through  the  halls.  We  thought  of  Laura  Bimrden  and  her 
daughter,  Catherine  Norris  '52  (see  p.  8).  We  honored 
great  faculty  from  the  past  by  naming  offices  after  them. 
We  recognized  distinguished  alumnus  Thomas  W  Reese 
'48,  who  has  endowed  a  faculty  chair  in  business.  And,  of 
course,  we  took  time  to  honor  Charles  M.  Snipes  '58,  for 
whom  the  School  of  Business  is  named.  One  of  the  most 
moving  moments  of  the  ceremony  was  Charles'  recogni- 
tion of  his  parents,  John  Wesley  and  Mary  Devine  Snipes, 
whom  he  chose  to  honor  with  a  naming  of  the  lecture  hall 
in  the  building.  It  is  always  the  personal  stories  that  are 
the  most  special. 

Along  with  the  rededication  of  the  Mauney-Schaeffer 
Conference  Hall,  the  Business  Council  welcomed  William 
Seidman  as  its  featured  speaker.  The  former  chairman 
of  the  FDIC  was  a  marvelous  addition  to  our  weekend. 
While  we  enjoyed  his  company  and  gained  from  his 
wisdom,  he  in  turn  learned  about  the  greatness  of  this 
College  in  Hickory,  N.C. 

Homecoming  weekend  featured  numerous  reunions, 
where  old  friends  joined  together  to  relive  their  years  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne.  It  is  always  a  joy  to  hear  their  stories  of  the 
past  as  well  as  to  listen  to  them  share  the  experiences  of 
their  lifetimes.  The  greatest  tradition  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  is 
clearly  its  record  of  producing  distinguished  alumni,  ones 


who  succeed  in  their  professional,  per- 
sonal and  spiritual  lives.  And  it  is  this 
tradition  that  we  most  often  celebrate. 

Our  celebration  continued  with  a 
music  concert,  the  Hanley  Painter 
Bear  Memorial  Golf  Tournament,  the 
Homecoming  parade,  a  career  night 
featuring  alumni,  the  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  induction  of  four  great  alumni, 
and  the  annual  Piedmont  Educational 
Foundation  Gala.

like  the  perfect  ending  to  a  weekend  of  celebrations,  but 
it  also  was  a  perfect  beginning  of  what  lies  ahead  for 
Lenoir-Rhyne 

As  we  celebrated  the  great  traditions  of  Lenoir-Rhyne,  we 
also  looked  forward  with  enthusiasm  and  confidence  to 
our  future.  Our  enrollment  reached  1,582  this  fall,  includ- 
ing an  increase  of  approximately  60  traditional  students.

Each  of  these  students  is 
absorbing  the  traditions  that  fill  our  campus  while  eagerly 
looking  forward  to  establishing  their  own  future.

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Mauney  Hall 
became  home 
to  14 -year- old 
Catherine  Bowden

Catherine  Bowden  N orris  '52 
came  to  Lenoir- Rhyne  in  1945 
when  she  was  only  14  years 
old  and  still  coping  with  the 
unexpected  death  of  her 
father.  The  Rev.  George  S. 
Boy\'den  Sr.  was  pastor  of  Holy 
Trinity  Lutheran  Church  in 
Gastonia,  when,  without  any  previous 
indication  of  illness,  he  died  of  a  mas- 
sive heart  attack  at  the  age  of  5 1 . 

Catherine's  mother,  Laura  Bowden, 
was  47  and  had  never  worked  outside 
the  home.  Learning  of  their  situation, 
Dr.  P.E.  Monroe,  president  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne,  asked  Mrs.  Bowden  if  she 
would  accept  the  position  of  dean  of 
women  on  an  interim  basis.  She  agreed 
to  take  the  job  with  the  understanding 
her  daughter  would  be  allowed  to 
share  her  room  in  Mauney  Hall.  The 
two  would  eat  in  the  College  cafeteria, 
since  the  dormitory  did  not  have  com- 
plete kitchen  faciUties. 

Mrs.  Bowden  told  Catherine  that 
she  planned  to  accept  the  position  "to 
help  out"  Dr.  Monroe.  At  the  begin- 
ning, they  thought  the  job  might  last 
a  year,  since  she  was  filling  in  for 
Margaret  Alleman,  who  had  become 
ill.  But  the  job  became  permanent, 
and  Mrs.  Bowden  worked  for 
the  College  20  years  before 
she  retired. 

For  Catherine,  the 
experience  would  be 
the  start  of  a  lifelong 
affiliation  with 
Lenoir- Rhyne.  "It 
was  a  Godsend,"  she 
said.  "I  loved  it!" 
Catherine,  who 
was  entering  high 
school,  quickly  adapt- 
ed to  dorm  Ufe. 
Mauney  Hall  was  the 
location  of  many  campus 
social  events  in  those  days 
before  there  was  a  student  center. 
Men  and  women  students  would 
gather  in  the  large  lobby  of  the  build- 
ing for  club  meetings  and  social  activ- 
ities. Catherine  learned  to  play  bridge 
during  the  frequent  evenings  when 
the  campus  community  gathered  to 
play  cards  and  board  games.  Students 
would  often  gather  around  the  piano 
and  sing  songs. 

"It  turned  out  to  be  a  wonderful 
experience,"  Catherine  said.  In  those

days,  rules  were  much  stricter.  Only 
women  lived  in  the  dorm,  and  they 
had  a  10:15  p.m.  curfew  on  week- 
days, 1 1  p.m.  on  Fridays  and  Satur- 
days. Students  were  required  to  sign 
in  and  out  when  leaving  the  campus. 
There  were  prayer  services  in  the 
dorm  every  Wednesday  night  at  10:15 
p.m.,  although  students  were  allowed 
to  come  in  their  pajamas  and  curlers. 
There  was  only  one  telephone  per 
floor  in  the  dorm,  and  students  took 
turns  answering  the  phone. 

The  students  persuaded  Mrs.  Bow- 
den to  allow  them  to  operate  a  Junior 
Store  in  the  basement.  They  decorated 
the  dingy  space  and  sold  refreshments 
at  night.  The  profits  helped  pay  for 
the  yearly  junior-senior  dance. 

"She  was  a  special  lady,"  Catherine 
said  about  her  late  mother.  "She  con- 
sidered all  of  them  her  girls  —  her 
family.  But  she  knew  she  had  to  be 
strict  —  to  be  their  mother  away 
from  home." 
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After  Catherine  graduated  from 
Hickory  High,  she  enrolled  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne,  continuing  to  live  in  Mauney 
Hall,  although  she  now  had  a  private 
room.  She  recalled  the  girls  often  sun- 
bathed on  the  doniiitory  roof.  Students 
would  climb  through  a  window  and 
out  onto  a  balcony.  Then  they  would 
climb  to  a  rooftop  over  the  lounge. 

In  those  days,  a  breezeway  connect- 
ed Mauney  Hall  with  what  was  first 
called  Mauney  Annex  (later  renamed 
Schaeffer  Hall  in  honor  of  the  Colleges 
fourth  president).  Catherine  remem- 
bered diat  students  living  on  die  second 
floor  would  often  climb  out  of  a  win- 
dow and  walk  across  the  roof  of  the 
breezeway  to  the  adjoining  building,  hi 
the  late  1950s,  the  top  of  the  breezeway 
was  enclosed  to  provide  a  tclc\ision 
room,  and  to  stop  the  rooftop  strolls. 

While  a  student  at  Lenoir- Rh\iie, 
Catherine  met  and  fell  in  love  wdtli 
Jeff  JSonis  '52.  She  was  senior  class 
secretary  and  he  was  the  class  histori- 


an. They  promised  their  families  the}' 
wouldn't  marry  before  they  graduated. 
They  graduated  June  2,  1952,  and  got 
married  the  followdng  da\'.  Catherine 
recalled  that  Dr.  Voight  Cromei  '25, 
who  was  a  Lutheran  pastor  as  well  as 
College  president,  joked  that  he  could 
marr)'  them  while  they  were  on  stage 
accepting  their  diplomas. 

After  graduation,  Jeff  Norris  \\as 
hired  by  L-R  and  worked  as  a  College 
administrator  for  47  \ears.  During  his 
tenure,  he  wrote  the  histon-  of  Lenoir- 
Rli)iie,  "Fair  Star."  Catherine  was  an 
elementaiy  school  teacher  and  direc- 
tor of  the  kindergarten  at  Corinth 
Reformed  United  Church  of  Chnsi 
for  31  years.  Now  retired,  the  couple 
lives  in  Hickor\"  and  is  still  actively 
involved  in  the  life  of  the  CoUciie. 
They  have  two  children,  Jcjj  Norn's 
Jr.  '78  and  Laura  Nonis  Frock  '80. 
"The  College  is  kind  of  my  life," 
Catheiine  said.  "You  can  tell  I  loved 
it  and  still  do."  □

The  fat,  padded  envelope  was 
marked  "Handle  with  Care." 
Inside  were  photographs, 
letters,  programs  and  other 
memorabilia  from  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  as  it  was  80 
years  ago.  The  contents 
show  a  College  before  the 
Rhyne  Building,  a  Hickory  with 
Model  A  cars  lining  Main  Street.  It 
was  a  time  when  the  Old  Main  build- 
ing dominated  campus,  a  time  when 
the  school  was  called  Lenoir  College. 
It  was  a  different  time  in  history  as 
well  —  before  the  Great  Depression, 
before  World  War  II,  before  televisions, 
computers  or  modem  highways.  How- 
ever, to  describe  that  world  as  primi- 
tive would  be  misleading.  It  was  also 
the  time  of  the  "flapper,"  when  women 
were  first  getting  a  taste  of  modem  life. 
For  students  at  Lenoir  College,  it  was 
a  time  of  stylish  clothes,  travel  by  car, 
parties  and  fun  —  mixed  with  a  liberal 
dose  of  religion.  Looking  at  the  pic- 
tures, it  IS  also  easy  to  see  College  stu- 
dents much  like  those  of  today.  They 
are  fixing  a  flat  tire,  getting  ready  for  a 
trip  to  Charlotte,  or  hiking  up  Mount 
Mitchell.  The  photos  also  show  stu- 
dents studying,  going  on  picnics  or 
just  hanging  out  on  campus.  One 
shows  a  snowball  fight  between  the 
juniors  and  seniors  on  the  front  lawn 
of  campus.  One  shows  Old  Main 
shortly  after  it  burned,  while  others 
show  members  of  a  Sunday  school 
class  at  a  picnic. 

It  was  a  time  of  optimism.  This 
was  the  time  of  Mary  Annella  "Nell" 
Greever  '25  and  her  sweetheart, 
James  'Jim'  M.  Roof  '25  Nell  was 
from  Tazewell,  Va.  Her  parents  were 
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Dr.  Charles  William  Greever,  a 
physician,  and  Nancy  Mae  Witten 

Greever.  Nell  had  several  brothers 
and  sisters,  including  Lena  Greever 

'27,  who  taught  many  years  at  Hicko- 
ry High  School. 

Somewhat  ahead  of  her  time,  Nell 
had  a  personal  camera,  which  she 
used  to  record  College  life.  The  pic- 
tures she  took  reflect  an  active  life. 
Nell  transferred  to  L-R  from  Elizabeth 
College.  At  L-R,  she  was  a  member  of 
her  class  basketball  team,  president 
of  the  Oakview  (women's  dormitory) 
College  Commission,  a  member  of 
the  Student  Cabinet  and  associate  edi- 
tor of  the  Lenoir-Rhynean  student 
newspaper.  Her  senior  yearbook  had 
this  to  say:  "Nell  is  a  real  sport,  a  jolly 
girl,  an  excellent  student,  and  one  of 
the  best  athletes  among  the  co-eds. 
Her  judicial  ability  has  been  shown 
by  the  service  she  has  rendered  in  the 
commission  and  cabinet.  She  is  a 
genius  in  the  journalistic  world,  as  is 
evident  by  her  work  in  connection 
with  the  Lenoir-Rhynean.  Annella  is 
interested  in  sciences  and  intends  to 
teach  chemistry  for  several  years  if 
she  does  not  start  housekeeping." 

Nell's  boyfriend,  Jim  Roof,  had 
transferred  to  L-R  from  Newberry  Col- 
lege. The  yearbook  said  about  him: 
"He  takes  an  active  part  in  all  avenues 
of  college  life  and  shows  interest  espe- 
cially in  the  one  leading  from  Highland 
Hall  (the  men's  donnitory)  to  Oakview 
(the  women's  dorm).  Friendly?  He  is 
simply  the  author  of  all  friendliness. 
He  believes  in  cultivating  a  happy  dis- 
position and  a  cheerful  smile.  He  has 
not  decided  on  a  life  vocation,  but 
possesses  qualities  which  fit  him  for

a  professional  career." 

Although  it  seemed  that  Nell  and 
Jim  might  have  a  happy  future  togeth- 
er, that  was  not  to  be.  After  gradua- 
tion, Nell  returned  home  to  Tazew  ell. 
where  she  taught  chemistr)-  for  man\' 
years  before  earning  a  master's  degree 
in  counseling  from  William  and  Mar)' 
College.  She  later  worked  as  a  high 
school  guidance  counselor  in  Fairfax 
County,  Va. 

Jim  moved  North,  where  he 
worked  for  The  Retail  Credit  Co.  of 
Detroit  and  Flint,  Mich.  However, 
he  contracted  a  respirator)'  illness, 
probably  tuberculosis,  which  led  to 
his  death  at  age  31.  He  was  buried 
on  April  29,  1933,  in  the  cemeter)-  of 
Daniels  Lutheran  Church  near  Lincol- 
nton,  N.C.  His  father,  the  Re\.  W.H. 
Roof,  was  pastor  of  the  church.  Sever- 
al Lutheran  pastors  presided  at  the 
funeral,  including  the  Rex.  Voight  R. 
Cromer  '25,  who  would  later  become 
president  of  Lenoir-Rhyne. 

Nell  became  a  communit)'  leader  in 
her  hometown  and  lived  to  the  age  of 
93.  She  never  married.  Her  obituarx' 
said  she  was  a  member  of  the  Tazewell 
Countv  Historical  Sociers;  Crab  Orchard 
Museum,  Audubon  Societv;  the  Delta 
Kappa  Gamma  Societ)'  and  a  former 
trustee  of  Tazewell  Communit)-  Hospi- 
tal. Lenoir-Rh)'ne  always  remained  spe- 
cial to  Nell  Greever,  and  when  she  died, 
she  left  an  estate  gift  to  the  College. 

Her  L-R  photos  and  memorabilia 
eventually  were  inherited  b)"  her  great 
niece,  Nancy  H.  Wiley,  who  donated 
them  to  the  College.  In  sorting 
through  her  aunt's  memorabilia,  she 
came  upon  the  photos  of  Nell  and 
Jim,  one  of  which  was  simply  labeled 
"Us."  Wilev  wTote:  "Its  mv  guess  that 
Jim  Roof  was  the  love  of  her  life.  I 
recall  that  Aunt  Nell  said  she  almost 
got  married  once,  but  that  the  man 
she  was  to  marr)^  died.  I  never  asked 
specific  details." 

Wiley  also  wrote:  "My  Grandfather 
Greevers  sister.  Aunt  Nell,  was  a  life- 
long presence  in  ni)'  recollections.  It 
wasn't  until  1  myself  w^as  grown  that  I 
realized  that  she  was  a  rather  impres- 
sive woman.  1  ha\'e  been  fortunate 
to  ha\'e  grown  up  with  man\'  strong 
women  as  models,  not  realizing  that 
wasn't  necessaril)"  the  norm."

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Amy  Sink  '92  goes 
where  disaster 

strikes 


Amy  Sink  '92  follows  in  the 
footsteps  of  disaster.  Based 
in  Pretoria,  South  Africa, 
she  monitors  the  humani- 
tarian situation  in  14  coun- 
tries. She  works  for  the 
Office  of  U.S.  Foreign  Disas- 
ter Assistance,  a  part  of  the 
U.S.  Agency  for  hiternational  Devel- 
opment (USAID).  This  office  manages 
the  U.S.  government's  humanitarian 
assistance  to  victims  of  natural  and 
man-made  disasters  overseas. 

"The  people  we  are  helping  are  the 
most  vulnerable,"  she  said.  "We  work 
with  a  lot  of  people  who  live  on  less 
than  $1  a  day."  Because  their  living 
conditions  are  marginal  in  the  best 
of  times,  they  are  usually  the  ones 
hardest  hit  by  drought,  disease  and 
cyclones.  She  has  also  worked  for 
the  Office  of  Food  for  Peace,  another 
office  within  USAID,  which  provides 
food  aid  to  developing  countries. 

Sink  is  regional  advisor  for  south- 
ern Africa.  It  is  her  job  to  monitor 
potential  disasters,  such  as  weather 
conditions  likely  to  cause  crop  losses 
and  civil  unrest,  which  could  lead  to 
violence  or  even  war.  When  a  human- 
itarian crisis  begins  to  develop,  she  is 
one  of  the  first  in  the  field,  visiting  the 
area  to  determine  what  the  local  needs 
are.  Then  she  makes  recommenda- 
tions about  how  much  and  what  kind 
of  aid  is  needed.  Typically,  non-gov- 
ernmental agencies  such  as  CARE  and 
World  Vision  are  then  given  grants  to 
provide  the  needed  assistance. 
Sink  did  not  envision  her  career 
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path  from  the  beginning.  It  developed 
one  step  at  a  time.  She  earned  a  degree 
in  French  from  Lenoir-Rhyne  and  then 
studied  in  France  on  a  Rotary  Scholar- 
ship. She  later  earned  a  masters  degree 
in  international  affairs  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Kentucky.  Her  interest  in  Africa 
began  when  she  accepted  an  internship 
at  the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Togo,  a  country 
where  French  is  spoken. 

At  that  point,  she  became  interest- 
ed in  development  issues  and  eventu- 
ally found  a  job  on  a  health  project 
funded  by  USAID.  Shortly  thereafter, 
she  took  a  position  with  her  current 
office,  focusing  on  emergency  aid. 

In  2001  she  was  on  the  scene  in 
Uzbekistan  as  relief  agencies  tried  to 
respond  to  the  needs  of  the  people  of 
Afghanistan  during  the  U.S.  invasion 
of  that  country.  There  was  a  bridge 
between  the  neighboring  countries 
dubbed  the  "Friendship  Bridge," 
which  had  been  closed  by  the  govern- 
ment of  Uzbekistan  following  the 
outbreak  of  civil  war  in  Afghanistan. 

In  late  2001,  Secretary  of  State 
Colin  Powell  traveled  to  the  area  and 
helped  negotiate  an  agreement  allow- 
ing trucks  loaded  with  relief  supplies 
to  cross  the  bridge  into  Afghanistan. 
The  supplies  helped  people  who  had 
fled  the  fighting  and  were  hiding  out 
in  the  mountains  as  the  harsh  winter 
approached. 

Sink  also  was  on  the  scene  when 
refugees  from  Eritrea  were  repatriated 
from  Sudan  following  a  long  war  with 
Ethiopia.  Some  of  them  had  lived  in 
refugee  camps  as  long  as  15  years. 


When  the  danger  of  war  had  passed, 
the  refugees  returned  home  in  a  con- 
voy of  trucks.  She  and  a  colleague 
were  standing  on  the  border  when 
they  saw  the  line  of  trucks  rumbling 
across  the  desert.  Sink  and  her  friend 
hopped  on  one  of  the  trucks  and  rode 
to  the  reception  center,  symbolically 
participating  in  the  journey. 

She  has  been  a  member  of  OFDAs 
Disaster  Assistance  Response  Teams 
(DART)  in  Mozambique,  Madagascar, 
Ethiopia,  and  Uzbekistan.  She  has 
also  been  involved  in  relief  efforts  in 
Malawi,  Zimbabwe,  Kenya  and  Soma- 
lia, although  she  never  had  to  enter 
war-torn  Somalia.  Seeing  so  much

misery  and  disaster  can  be  tough  to 
take,  she  admitted.  However,  she  said 
she  finds  the  work  personally  reward- 
ing. "You  get  a  lot  from  the  life  —  just 
living  in  another  country,"  she  said. 
Although  some  places  she  visits  may 
be  dangerous.  Sink  said  she  takes  pre- 
cautions, traveling  only  by  day  and 
staying  on  marked  roads,  partly  to 
avoid  land  mines  and  attacks. 

Although  war,  AIDS  and  natural 
disasters  often  ravage  the  area.  Sink 
said  Americans  need  to  keep  in  mind 
that  until  recently  most  of  these  coun- 
tries were  European  colonies.  "When 
the  colonial  powers  pulled  out,  they 
pulled  a  lot  with  thein." 

Many  national  boundaries  were 
arbitrarily  drawn  by  Europeans  with- 
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out  regard  to  eth- 
nic or  tribal  con- 
siderations. As  a 
result,  a  lot  of  tension  boiled  over 
when  strong  central  governments 
were  replaced  with  fledgling  democra- 
cies. 

Sink  also  added,  "A  lot  of  conflict 
is  fueled  by  poverty."  She  said  that 
many  Americans  believe  a  lot  of  the 
U.S.  budget  is  devoted  to  foreign  aid, 
but  it  is  actually  a  ver/  small  percent- 
age. "We  have  to  look  beyond  our 
borders  and  consider  ourselves  a  part 
of  the  global  communit\;"  she  said. 

Despite  the  poverty,  conflict  and  dis- 
ease. Sink  said  one  of  her  favorite  parts 
of  the  job  is  the  fleldwork,  where  she 
comes  face  to  face  with  the  people  in 
need.  She  recalled  \isiting  one  house- 
hold where  an  eldcrl)-  woman  was  rais- 


ing two  small  children  who  had  been 
orphaned  by  the  HIV/AIDS  epidemic. 
The  grandmother  was  the  only  adult 
left  to  work  the  famih'  farm.  Due  to  a 
drought,  she  was  unable  to  produce 
enough  to  feed  the  famih'. 

"The  warmth  and  generosii\-  of  the 
people,  even  at  that  level  of  povert); 
is  amazing,"  Sink  said.  The  elderly 
woman  told  the  visitin^  aid  workers 
about  her  plight  and  expressed  her 
appreciation.  "When  we  left,  she  gave 
us  the  one  watermelon  oiu  of  her  gar- 
den," Sink  said  in  amazement.  She 
accepted  the  gift,  kno^ving  it  would 
be  rude  to  refuse.  Then  she  returned 
to  her  Amcrican-stxle  home  in  Preto- 


ria, counting  her  blessings. 
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Cyprian  of  Carthage,  a  saint  of  the 
Church. 

"Especially  during  my  first  five 
years  of  ministry  at  Lenoir-Rhyne, 
Pepper  was  truly  my  assistant," 
Weisner  recalled.    "If  ever  'the  pas- 
tor' in  official  black  attire  was  intim- 
idating to  some,  the  charm  of  Pep- 
per was  irresistible.  Probably  no 
student  attended  more  fraternity 
parties  than  he  did.  He  greeted  new 
students,  went  to  football  and  soccer 
games,  played  on  our  lawns  and 
encouraged  students  during  an 
'overnight'  in  the  library  in  Decem- 
ber 2002  when  the  power  was  out 
elsewhere  on  campus  during  an  ice 
storm.  Pepper  blessed  our  campus 
with  his  playfulness,  and  by  this 
campus  he  was  blessed." 

One  of  Weisner's  special  posses- 
sions is  a  portrait  of  himself  and  Pep- 
per entitled  "Pastor  and  Puppy."  It 
was  painted  by  Chris  TuWar  '96,  who 
presented  it  to  Weisner  when  he  mar- 
ried TuUar  and  Raelene  Wilson  '96. 

"Pepper  was  just  an  extension  of 
the  Pastor,"  said  Laurie  Wegner,  MA. 
'95,  associate  director  of  admissions. 
"The  most  profound  thing  is  the 
incredible  love  Pastor  Weisner  had 
for  the  dog.  It  was  mysterious  and 
delightful.  There's  a  special  place  in 
heaven  for  God's  little  furry  creatures. 
I  know  Pepper  is  up  there."

Pepper,  the  pastoral 
pup,  dies 

For  the  last  decade.  College  Pastor 
Andrew  Weisner  '79  and  his 

canine  companion.  Pepper,  could 
be  seen  greeting  students  and  visitors 
to  campus. 

On  Aug.  25,  Pepper  died  of  cancer 
after  13  years  of  ministry.  Weisner, 
who  could  usually  be  seen  in  his  pro- 


fessional black  garb  with  white  collar, 
used  to  joke  about  the  dog,  "This  is 
my  assistant  Pepper;  see,  we  dress 
alike."  Pepper  was  a  frisky,  black  dog 
with  a  white  patch  of  fur  under  his 
chin.  He  was  an  instant  ice  breaker. 

The  little  dog  joined  Weisner  and 
his  wife,  Claudia  Earle,  while  he 
was  working  on  a  graduate  degree  in 
Chicago.  In  1995,  Weisner  was  called 
to  the  position  of  College  pastor  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne. 

Ever  since,  Pepper  has  accompa- 
nied the  pastor  on  his  rounds  about 
campus.  Pepper's  "official"  name  was

Earnings 
generated  from  this  endowment  fund 
will  provide  perpetual  support  for  the 
salary  of  a  Lenoir-Rhyne  nursing  fac- 
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ulty  member.  This  is  the  first  fully 
funded  faculty  endowment  in  the 
Nursing  Program.

Glenn  Ketner  Sr.  served  on  the 
Lenoir-Rhyne  Board  of  Trustees  from 
1953  through  1971  and  received  an 
honorary  doctorate  from  the  College 
in  1964.  This  degree  recognized  his 
valuable  leadership  and  advice  in  the 
areas  of  finance  and  capital  improve- 
ments.

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New  professorship  to  help  L-R 
address  growing  need  for  nurses 

Tihe  Glenn  E.  and  Addie  G.  Ketner  Family  Nursing  Pro- 
fessorship, recently  established  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  Col- 
lege, will  help  meet  the  growing  need  for  nurses.  There  is 
a  national  shortage  of  nurses,  which  is  expected  to  esca- 
late as  the  Baby  Boomers  begin  to  age.  According  to  the 
American  Hospital  Association,  the  nation  lacks  126,000 
nurses,  or  12  percent  of  the  total  need.  According  to  the 
Center  for  Health  Workforce  Studies,  45  states  have 
shortages  of  nurses,  extending  to  operating  rooms  and 
intensive-care  units. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  is  expanding  its 
nursing  enrollment  to 
help  address  that  need. 
In  fall  2002,  the  Col- 
lege opened  The 
McCrorie  Center, 
which  houses  nurs- 
ing and  other  health 
science  programs. 
As  a  result,  nursing 
enrollment  increased 
40  percent  in  2002-03 
when  compared  to  the 
previous  year.  During 
2003-04,  enrollment 
was  up  another  31 
percent. 

The  L-R  Nursing 
Program  is  accredited 
by  the  N.C.  Board  of 
Nursing  and  the  National 
League  for  Nursing 
Accrediting  Commission. 
Begun  in  1960,  the  L-R 
Nursing  Program  has  a 
long  history  of  excellence. 
Each  year,  the  N.C.  Center 
for  Nursing  names  the 
"Great  100  Nurses"  prac- 


ticing in  the  state.  Of  Lenoir-Rhyne's  graduates,  more 
than  4  percent  of  the  eligible  nurses  have  received  this 
honor,  compared  to  1.6  percent  of  all  nurses  in  the  state. 

The  Ketner  family's  gift  assists  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  in 
continuing  its  tradition  of  excellence.  This  endowed  pro- 
fessorship also  helps  the  College  meet  the  goals  of  its 
Strategic  Plan,  which  emphasizes  increasing  the  number 
of  endowments,  specifically  endowments  of  faculty  posi- 
tions. These  gifts  help  the  College  recruit  and  retain  the 
most  quahhed  faculty  available.

DitBose  Egleston  37  and  his 
wife,  Ann,  have  estabUshed  The 
Louise  Egleston  Endowed  Chair 
in  memory  of  his  sister,  Louise 
"Winkie"  Egleston,  who  was 
an  English  professor  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  from  1957  to  1962. 
The  endowment  will  be  fund- 
ed through  a  gift  of  $1.5  million  as  pro- 
vided in  the  couple's  estate  plans.  This 
gift  will  be  used  to  endow  a  chair  in  the 
English  Program. 

Dr.  Wayne  B.  Powell,  College  president 
said:  "Endowed  chairs  and  professorships 
are  a  very  high  priority  for  the  College. 
They  provide  students  with  the  assurance 
that  they  will  continue  to  receive  the  best 
possible  instruction  from  scholarly  faculty. 
The  Eglestons  have  ensured  that  the 
English  Program  will  always  have  a  top 
teacher/scholar  on  its  faculty.  Their  gen- 
erosity will  benefit  students  and  faculty 
alike  for  many  generations." 

Winkie  Engleston  would  have 
approved.  As  her  brother  wrote  in  a  letter 
to  the  College:  "She  used  to  keep  us  on 
our  toes  at  home  whenever  we  made  a 
grammatical  error  (which  we  so  often  did) 
and  we  called  her  'the  English  purist.'  She 
was  very  devoted  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  and 
enjoyed  her  years  of  teaching  there  and 
the  association  with  so  many  outstanding 
members  of  the  faculty."  He  joked, 
"Winkie  was  the  smart  one.  We  just  got 
the  little  brains  that  were  left  over." 

He  added,  "She  was  just  a  wonderful 
person  and  people  loved  her.  She  was  a 
wonderful  teacher"  He  said  she  was  great 
with  children,  who  used  to  sit  spellbound 
as  she  told  them  stories. 

After  her  retirement,  she  established 
the  Louise  Egleston  Manorial  Scholarship 
Fund  to  pay  a  stipend  to  a  student  proof- 
reader for  the  Lenoir-Rhynean  student 
newspaper  Recent  recipients  of  the 
scholarship  include  Heather  Peterson 
'05,  who  worked  last  summer  as 
an  intern  at  "The  Lutheran" 
magazine  and  hopes  to 
pursue  a  career  in 
religious  journal 
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ism.  Another  recipient  of 
the  scholarship  was  Alex- 
is Harris  '03,  who  also 
chose  a  journalism  career. 
After  Louise  Egleston's 
death,  several  memorial  gifts 
were  given  to  this  fund. 

At  the  time  she  established 
the  scholarship,  she  wrote 
the  College,  "If  you  can  help 
me  avoid  any  unnecessary 
publicity  about  this,  I  shall 
be  most  grateful!  I  tried  to 
do  it  anonymously  and  did 
not  succeed." 

Louise  Egleston  was 
reared  in  Hartsville,  S.C., 
and  attended  the  public 
schools  there.  She  attended 
St.  Mary's  Junior  College  in 
Raleigh,  graduating  valedic- 
torian in  music.  She  earned 
a  bachelor  of  arts  in  English

versify  of  North  Carolina.  Louise  complet- 
ed another  year  of  graduate  study  and 
was  working  toward  a  Ph.D.  in  English. 
However,  she  was  forced  to  drop  out 
when  the  money  she  expected  to  receive 
from  an  insurance  policy  did  not  materi- 
alize. Nevertheless,  she  spent  many  suc- 
cessful years  as  a  teacher  and  professor. 
From  1932  to  1936,  she  taught  at 
St.  Mary's  Junior  College.  She  also 
taught  a  non-credit  course  in 
mythology  for  the  Richmond 
Polytechnical  Institute  in  Vir- 
ginia. "The  course  was  so  well 
received  that  the  room  was 
packed,"  her  brother  recalled. 
For  several  years,  she  taught  in 
the  Hickory  Public  Schools  at 
Oakwood  and  Green  Park  ele- 
mentary schools.  She  was  an 
Episcopalian. 

Her  brother,  DuBose,  also  appre- 
ciated the  education  he  received 
at  L-R.  He  had  graduated  from 
The  University  of  the  South  at 
Sewanee,  Tenn.,  but  he  needed 
more  science  courses  to  get 
into  medical  school.  He  came 
to  Lenoir-Rhyne  to  take  those 
courses.  He  wrote  in  a  letter  to 
former  president  Dr.  John  Train- 
er: "I  have  very  pleasant  memo- 
ries of  the  time  I  spent  there  and 
the  kind  professors,  whom  I  am 
sure  padded  my  grades  for  me, 
so  that  I  could  get  into  medical 
school.  Inorganic  Chemistry  in 
the  summer  of  '35  with  Dr.  Marion  and 
Qualitative,  Quantitative  and  Organic  in 
the  next  school  year  with  him  kept  me 
rather  busy.  Also,  Physics  with  Dr.  Morgan 
and  Biology  with  Professor  Yoder  piled  on 
the  labs  that  1  had  to  keep  up  with.  They 
gave  me  a  key  to  the  Science  Building  so 
that  I  could  catch  up  on  them  on  Satur- 
days, and  I  sometimes  was  sacrilegious 
enough  to  slip  in  the  labs  on  Sunday. 

"When  I  wanted  to  take  off  the  summer  of 
'36  prior  to  going  to  Med  School  that  fall.  Dr. 
Fritz  talked  me  out  of  it  and  told  me  I  could 
get  my  B.S.  if  I  took  some  math  under  hun.  I 
have  always  looked  back  with  pleasant  memo- 
ries of  my  association  with  him.  He  was  just 
what  a  professor  should  be,  and  very  wise.  I 
recall  walking  down  the  next  block  to  the  litde 
store  and  soda  shop  to  get  a  Coke  with  him. 
His  insight  into  Hider's  machinations  were 
proven  right." 

DuBose  Egleston  graduated  from  the 
Medical  College  of  South  CaroUna  in  1940 
and  became  a  pediatrician  in  Hickory.  He 
later  switched  to  ophthalmology  so  that  he 
could  spend  more  time  with  his  young  fam- 
ily. Now  retired  in  Waynesboro,  Va.,  he  stays 
in  constant  touch  with  Lenoir-Rhyne.       □

Bears  baseball  prominently 
featured  in  new  histoiy  book 

Many  Bears  baseball  players  and  coaches  are  promi- 
nently featured  in  a  new  history  book,  "Baseball  in 
Catawba  County"  by  Arcadia  Publishing. 

The  book,  which  contains  numerous  historic  photos, 
covers  more  than  100  years  of  local  baseball  history.  One 
chapter  is  devoted  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  baseball  through  the 
years.  Other  chapters  prominently  mention  L-R  alumni 
and  coaches  such  as  the  legendary  Troy  Washam  '43, 
who  had  an  outstanding  record  as  an  L-R  player.  He 
later  coached  baseball  for  Lenoir-Rhyne,  Hickory  High 
School  and  the  American  Legion  league.  Also  promi- 
nently featured  is  Pat  Shores,  who  coached  at  L-R 
from  1932  to  1942.  For  much  of  that  time,  he 
coached  all  of  the  Bears'  sports  teams. 

The  book  also  covers  the  "outlaw"  period  of 
professional  baseball  in  Hickory,  and  minor  league 
teams  in  the  area,  as  well  as  textile  and  industrial 
leagues.  The  book  covers  important  non-profes- 
sional stories  such  as  the  three-time  state  high 
school  champions,  the  St.  Stephens  Indians.  The 
book  features  photographs  of  the  national  semi- 
finalist  1948  Hickory  Legion  Team.  Another 
chapter  covers  the  Hickory  Crawdads,  Hickory's 
current  minor  league  franchise. 

The  book  was  written  by  Tim  Peeler  and  Brian 
McLawhom  of  Hickory.  Peeler  is  an  English  coordinator 
at  Catawba  Valley  Community  College  who  has  served 
on  the  L-R  Visiting  Writers  Steering  Committee  for  many 
years.  His  parents,  Ethel  Sloop  Peeler  '47  and  the  Rex. 
J.L.  Peeler  '47,  met  at  L-R.  Tim  Peeler  has  previously 
published  two  books  of  baseball  poems  and  was  a  co- 
author of  "Writers  on  the  Storm:  Essays,  Stories  and 
Observations,"  along  with  Robert  Canipe  '04  and  Carter 
Monroe.  McLawhorn  is  a  learning  skills  professional  at 
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CVCC.  He  has  worked  as  an  analyst  for  a  national  high 
school  basketball  ratings  service  and  as  a  basketball 
graduate  assistant  at  L-R.  His  mother,  Barbara  Fowler 
McLawhorn  '67,  is  an  L-R  alumna.

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Maj.  James  Purniort 
91  receives  Broiize 
Star  for  actions  in  Iraq 

In  civilian  life,  James  "Jamie'  Pur- 
mort  '91  is  an  insurance  agent  and 
junior  varsity  football  coach  in  Sara- 
sota, Fla.  But  he  is  also  a  reserve 
Marine  Corps  major. 

Last  year,  he  spent  eight  months 
on  active  duty  in  Iraq.  For  his  actions 
in  a  battle  near  Al  Kut,  a  town  south- 
east of  Baghdad,  he  recently  received 
the  Bronze  Star. 

It  was  just  before  10  a.m.  on  April 
6,  2004,  when  400  Iraqi  insurgents 
loyal  to  rebel  Shiite  cleric  Muqtada 
al-Sadr  took  control  of  the  town  of 
Al  Kut.  Eighty-seven  coalition  troops, 
including  Americans  and  Ukranians,  were  trapped  inside 
a  government  compound  in  town. 

Purmort  was  manning  a  radio  post  about  a  mile  away 
when  the  call  came  in  from  the  coalition  troops:  "We're 
under  attack!  You  guys  need  to  come  in  and  get  us." 

Although  he  had  not  slept  for  60  hours,  Purmort 
responded  as  he  was  trained  to  do.  As  a  firepower  control 
team  officer,  he  was  in  charge  of  calling  in  aircraft  with 
enough  precision  to  kill  the  right  people. 

He  jumped  into  a  Humvee  and  headed  toward  the 
fighting,  but  he  was  stopped  by  enemy  gunfire  at  the  gate. 
He  was  pinned  down  by  gunfire,  but  was  close  enough  to 
see  the  compound  and  those  attacking  it.  He  rolled  to  the 
ground  and  kept  talking,  directing  the  attack  using  six 
radio  Hues.  He  called  in  AC-130  gunships  and  an  Apache 
helicopter,  directing  air  support  for  a  battle  that  lasted  24 
hours.  The  insurgents  surrounding  the  compound  finally 
pulled  back  long  enough  to  allow  the  coalition  forces  to 
slip  out  unharmed. 

Purmort  had  earlier  spent  several  years  as  an  active- 
duty  Marine,  but  had  never  been  called  into  combat.  He 
had  been  in  Iraq  five  months  when  the  battle  occurred. 
"It  was  unhke  any  other  day  there,"  he  said. 

Despite  being  fired  upon,  he  said  he  was  able  to 
concentrate  on  the  task  at  hand  thanks  to  his  training. 


"You're  so  busy  you  don't  think  about  getting  shot  at  until 
it  gets  close."  However,  the  bullets  came  pretty  close  this 
time. 

In  recommending  Purmort  for  the  award,  a  Marine 
Corps  official  wrote:  "That  Major  Purmort's  team  was  able 
to  accomplish  this  was  noteworthy.  That  they  were  able 
to  do  this  while  taking  and  returning  significant  fire  was 
Herculean."  One  other  Marine  in  his  unit  was  also  award- 
ed the  Bronze  Star  for  his  action  during  the  attack. 

Purmort's  Bronze  Star  citation  reads  in  part:  "His  tacti- 
cal proficiency  and  calm  leadership  under  fire  were  direct- 
ly responsible  in  preventing  enemy  forces  from  capturing 
the  Al  Kut  Coalition  Provisional  Authority  Compound." 

Purmort  enlisted  in  the  Marine  Corps  in  1991,  shortly 
after  graduating  from  Lenoir-Rhyne.  Two  years  later,  he 
attended  officer  candidate  school  and  served  on  active 
duty  until  1997.  In  1999  he  joined  the  reserve  unit,  the 
4th  Air  Naval  Gunfire  Liaison  Company. 

About  a  week  after  returning  home,  Purmort  learned 
he  would  receive  the  Bronze  Star,  which  was  presented  in 
a  special  ceremony.  "It  was  a  little  surprising,  but  a  little 
humbling  also,"  he  said.  Although  he  had  trained  for  such 
a  possibility  for  13  years,  this  was  the  first  time  his  skills 
had  been  put  to  the  test  in  combat.  "It  kind  of  validates 
all  the  hard  work,"  he  said  about  receiving  the  honor.       ■
